PUBLIC ACTS. 


NO. 1—AN ACT ALTERING THE TIME OF HOLDING THE 
COUNTY COURT FOR THE COUNTY OF BENNINGTON. 


It ts hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The County Court for the county of Bennington 
shall hereafter be held, at the usual places of holding courts in 
said county, on the fourth Tuesday of June and the fourth 
Tuesday of December in each year. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved November 13th, 1850. 


No. 2.—AN ACT ALTERING THE TIME OF HOLDING COURTS | 
IN THE COUNTIES. OF WINDSOR AND ORANGE. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 

of Vermont, as follows : 
' The County Court for the county of Windsor, instead of be- 
ing held at the times now required by law, shall hereafter be 
held on the fourth Tuesday of May and the second Tuesday 
of December in each year. 

The County Court for the county of Orange, instead of being 
held at the times now -required by law, shall hereafter be held 
on the third Tuesday of June and the first Tuesday of Janua- 
ry in each year.

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No. 3—AN ACT IN ADDITION TO AN ACT ALTERING THE TIME 
OF HOLDING THE COUNTY COURTS IN THE COUNTIES OF

Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The act to which this is in addition shall take effect 
immediately.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the Si tate of 
Fermont, as follows : 

The County Court in the county of Washington shall here- 
after be holden at Montpelier, in said county, on the second 
Tuesday of March, and on me second ‘Tuesday of November, in 
each year.

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` No. 5.—AN ACT RELATING TO PROCESS. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. Section 39 of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes, 
is so amended as to read as follows: No person, after the set-- 
ting of the sun on the day preceding the first day of the week 
until after the hour of twelve at night on said first day of the 
week, shall serve or execute any writ, process, warrant, or de- 
cree on any resident citizen of the United States, (except escape 
warrants, and warrants for apprehending the principal in favor 
of bail, and in cases of treason, felony and breaches of the 
peace,) but the service thereof shall be null and void in every 
respect. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect Rar its passage.

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No. 6—AN ACT IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER TWENTY-EIGHT OF 
-THE REVISED STATUTES, RELATIN G TO PROCESS. 


Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of ' 


Vermont, as follows : 

When staves, or shook, shall be taken by virtue of any writ, 
of attachment, or execution, the officer serving such process 
shall lodge a copy of the same, with his return, in the town 
clerk’s office, in the town where such property is taken, which 
shall be as effectual to hold such property against all subsequent 
sales, attachments or executions, as if such property had been 
actually removed and taken into the possession of such officer.

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No. 7.—AN ACT RELATING TO ACTIONS OF SCIRE FACIAS. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. When judgment shall have been rendered by a jus- 
tice of the peace in a civil action, and such justice shall have 
died or shall be out of office, the plaintiff or creditor in such 
judgment may bring his action of scire facias, to revive or 
enforce the execution of such judgment, before any other jus- 
tice who can legally try a cause between the parties. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage 

Approved Nov. 2, 1850.

No. 8.—AN ACT RELATING TO SCIRE FACIAS. 


Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. ]. Section 39 of chapter 42 of the Revised Statutes 
shall be amended so as to read as follows: When any execu- 
tion shall have been extended or levied on any estate, real or 
personal for the purpose of satisfying such execution, and it 
shall afterwards appear that such estate did not belong to the 
debtor, or was encumbered by mortgage, which mortgage was 
not regarded in such set-off, by reason of which such levy and 
set-off should be rendered void, the creditor may sue out a writ 
of scire facias, in due form, and for the causes aforesaid, and the 
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court to which such serre facias shall be returnable may issue 
an execution for the original execution, or so much thereof as 
was satisfied by such levy, and the cost thereon, with the legal 
interest on the same from the time of such levy, with the cost 
of the scire facias, notwithstanding the return of the officer 
upon such execution, which return shall not be held to con- 
clude such engniry by the court in regard to the facts set forth 
in said writ. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 9—AN ACT TO REPEAL “AN ACT RELATING TO PROCEED- 
INGS IN CHANCERY.” 


Itis hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The act entitled “ An act relating to the taking of, 
testimony, and proceedings in Chancery,” approved November 
13, 1849, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 10.—AN ACT RELATING TO JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 


Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, as follows : 

Section 19, of Chapter 26, of the Revised Statutes, entitled 
“ Of Justices of the Peace,” isso amended as to read as follows: 

Whenever at the time and place appointed for the trial of 
any civil suit before a justice, either on the return day of the 
writ, or the day to which such suit may have been continued, 
such justice shall be unable to attend, any other justice, who 
can legally try a cause between the parties, may continue such 
suit, without cost to the defendant, for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, and shall enter a minute of such continuance on the 
plaintiff's writ in such suit: and such continuance shall not 
deprive the defendant of the right to plead any dilatory or ' oth- 
er plea.

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No. 11.—AN. ACT IN ADDITION TO CHAPTER FORTY-TWO 
OF THE REVISED STATUTES, RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS 
FROM ATTACHMENT AND EXECUTION.

Vermont, as follows : 
In addition to the articles exempt from attachment and exe- 


cution, in section thirteen of chapter forty-two of the Revised _ 


Statutes, two hundred pounds of sugar sha hereafter be ex- 


empt in like manner.

No. 12.—AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER FIFTY OF THE REVIS- 
ED STATUTES, RELATING TO THE RENDERING OF AC- 
COUNTS BY EXECUTORS AND ADMINISTRATORS. 


Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : l 

Sec. 1. In all cases arising under section nine of the chap- 
ter hereby amended, the heirs, legatees, and distributees, shall 
have the same privilege of being examined, on oath, upon any 
matter relating to the administration account of any executor 
or administrator, that said executor or administrator now has, 
by the provisions of said section. 

Sec. 2. “This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 13.—AN ACT ALLOWING REVIEWS IN CASES APPEALED 
FROM THE PROBATE COURTS, AND IN PAUPER CASES. 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The eighth clause,of section nine of chapter twen- 
ty-five of the Revised Statutes, shall not be construed to extend 
to appeals taken from the Probate Court, and from the decision 
of two justices of the peace in making an order of removal of a 
pauper or paupers from one town to another, or appeals from 
decisions of commissioners appointed by the Probate Courts, but 
the right of review is hereby given as is provided in said chapter.

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No. 14.—AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXISTING LAWS 
RELATING TO THE SALE OF THE ESTATES. OF DECEASED 
PERSONS. 


tt 7 hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The thirty-first section of the forty-eighth chapter 
of the Revised Stagutes is so altered and amended as to read as 
tollows: When it shall be made to appear to the Probate 
Court that it would be beneficial to the heirs, devisees or lega- 
tees, and those interested in an estate, by reason of their resid- 
ing out of this State, or otherwise, that a part or the whole of 
the personal estate, except such as shal] be assigned to the 
widow, ora part or the whole of the real estate, except the 
dower of the widow, including the reversion of the widow’s 
` dower, or both the real and personal estate, should be sold, the 
Probate Court may, on application of the administrator or ex- 
ecutor, With the consent and approbation in writing of the heirs, 
devisees, and legatees residing in this State, grant license to 
such administrator or executor to sella part or the whole of 
said estate, although the same may not be necessary to pay 
debts, legacies or charges of administration: Provided, That 
such license shall not be inconsistent with the provisions of a 
will. 

Sec. 2. The second subdivision of the thirty-third section 
of said chapter, is so altered and amended as to read as follows: 
—Second. In cases where the consent of heirs, devisees, and 
legates is required, the Executor or Administrator shall produce 
to the Court their assent in writing, and signed by such heirs, 
devisees or legates, or by the guardians of such as are minors, 
or otherwise under guardianship. ` 

_Src..3. This act shall take effect from its passage.

No. 15—AN ACT RELATING TO THE DESCENT OF REAL ES- 
TATE. 


Ttis hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the Staté 
ef Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. Section 1st, clause 2nd, of chapter 52 of the Revi- 
sed Statutes, relating to the descent of real estate is so amend- 
ed as to read as follows: If he leave no. issue his widow shall 
be entitled to the whole of his estate forever, if said estate 
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shall not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars. But. if said 
estate shall exceed that sum, then the widow shall be entitled _ 
to one thousand dollars, and one half of the remainder of said 
estate; and the remaining part of said estate shall descend in 
‘the same manner as the whole would if no widow had survi- 
ved; and if the deceased shall have no kindred who by law 
might inherit his estate, the widow shall be entitled to the 
whole. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage.

Sec. 1. The same power is hereby given to, and the same 
duties imposed upon, the circuit judges of the several judicial

j Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of state’s attorneys, within 
their respective counties, whenever any inhabitant of this State 
is arrested or claimed as a fugitive slave, on being informed 
thereof, diligently and faithfully to use all lawful means to pro- 
tect, defend, and procure to be discharged, every such person so 
arrested or claimed as a fugitive slave. 

Sec. 3. The application of any state’s attorney in writing 
to any one of the judges of the Supreme Court, or to any cir- 
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cuit judge, signed by said state’s attorney in his official capaci- 
ty, stating in substance the name of the prisoner. and. the per- 
sons detaining him, if known, and that the person arrested, 
claimed or imprisoned, is arrested, claimed or imprisoned as a 
fugitive slave, shall be sufficient authority to authorize the issu- 
ing of the writ of habeas corpus as provided in said chaj-ter 
thirty-eight of the Revised Statutes! and said writ may be sign- 
ed by any one of said judges, or the clerk of the Supreme or 
County Court; and said writ shall be made returnable to the 
Supreme or County Court, when in session, in the county where 
such ' application is made; and in vacation said writ may be 
made returnable forthwith before either of the judges aforesaid. ` 
Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of all judicial and executive 
officers in this State, in their respective counties, who shall 
know, or have good reason to believe, that any inhabitant of 
this State is about to be arrested or claimed as a fugitive slave, 
forthwith to give notice thereof to the state’s attorney of the 
county in which such person resides. 
Sec. 5. Whenever the writ of habeas corpus is granted in 
vacation, as provided in this act, or as provided by existing 
laws, if upon the hearing of the same before any one of the- 
judges aforesaid, the person imprisoned, arrested or claimed as a 
fugitive slave, shall not be discharged, such person shall be en- 
titled to an appeal to the next stated term of the County Court 
in the county where such hearing was had, on furnishing such 
. bail, and within such time, as the judge granting the writ, on 
hearing the case, shall adjudge to be reasonable and proper. 

. Sec. 6. The court to which such appeal is taken, and any 

other court to which a writ of habeas corpus in behalf of any 
such person claimed or arrested as a fugitive slave is made re- 
turnable, may and shall, on application of either party to such 
proceeding, allow and direct a trial by jury, on all questions of 

‘fact in issue between the parties, in the matter aforesaid, and 
the taxable costs of such trial shall be chargeable to the State, 
whenever the same would be otherwise chargeable to the per- 
son arrested or claimed as a fugitive slave. 

Sec. 7. The several circuit judges shall have the same 
powers now vested in the judges of the Supreme Court, by 
virtue of an act in amendment of chapter one hundred and 
three of the Revised Statutes, relating to persons confined in 
elose jail, on executions of tort, approved November 13, A. D. 
1848. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect from its passage.

‘Sec. 1. When the lessee of any lands or tenements, wheth- 
er the same be by writing or parol, or when any person holding 
under such lease, shall hold possession of said demised premises 
without right, after the determination of the lease by its own 
limitation, or after breach of any stipulation contained in the 
lease by the lessee, or any person holding under him, the person 
entitled to the possession of the premises may be restored to 
the possession thereof, in the manner provided by an act entitled 
“an act in addition to chapter forty-one of the Revised Stat- 
utes,” approved November 9, 1842. 

Sec. 2. In case any such action shall be appealed, the plain- 
tiff shall, if he recovers in the County Court the possession of 
the premises, have judgment also for all rent due up to the time 
of the rendition of judgment, notwithstanding the same may 
amount to more than thirty dollars.

Every sheriff, or deputy sheriff, or constable, not 
otherwise disqualified, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
serve any writ, execution, or other process in favor of or against 
any town or county, notwithstanding such sherif, deputy 
sheriff, or constable may be an inhabitant or tax-payer in such 
town or county. Provided, that nothing in this act shall au- 
thorize any constable to serve any writ, execution or other pro- 
cess jn any other town than the town in which he is constable, 
excepting in cases where by law constables now have authority 
to serve writs, processes and exeéutions.

Sec. 3. Each county clerk, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, shall become bound, with sufficient sureties, by 
way of recognizance, before one of the judges of the county 

‘court, in the sum of three thousand dollars, to the treasurer of 
the county, conditioned for the faithful discharge of. his official 
duties. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its passage.

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No. 63.—AN ACT RELATING TO COUNTY TREASURERS. 


Tt is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The treasurers of the several counties in this state 
shall annually, on or before the first day of January of each 
and every year, prepare and lodge with the several county clerks 
of their respective counties, a full report of their several ac- 
counts as treasurers, exhibiting the amount and sources of rev- 
enue of their respective counties, also the amount of indebted- 
ness, if any shall exist, together with a specific and detailed 
statement of all receipts and disbursements, -with all the partic- 
ular items thereof, for the previous current fiscal year. 

Sec. 2. The several county courts may, in their discretion, 
order the publication of the reports of the treasurers of their re- 
spective counties in one or more newspapers published therein, 
and if no newspaper is published in said counties, then in some 
newspapers which have a general circulation therein, provided 
they. shall think the public good requires such publication.

No. 64—AN ACT RELATING TO THE COLLECTION OF LAND 
TAXES. 


ft is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. So much of the act entitled “an act inane to the 
collection of taxes,” passed November 12th, 1842, as requiresa 
new warrant to be issued for the collection of taxes handed 
over to the new constable agreeably to the provisions of said 
act; and so much of an act entitled “an act in addition to chap- 
ter seventy-seven of the Revised Statutes,” passed November 
12th, 1842, as requires that a warrant be issued to the consta- 
ble authorizing him to collect the taxes delivered to him agree- 
ably to the first section of said act, is hereby repealed.

It shall be the duty of the constable, within thirty 
days from the expiration of the time allowed by law for the 
redemption of land sold for taxes, to make out and deposit with 
the town clerk for record a true list of the lands which have 
not been redeemed: Provided, however, the failure of the con- 
stable to comply with this provision shall in no way or manner 
affect the title of the purchaser.

No. 73—RESOLUTIONS ON SO MUCH OF THE GOVERNOR’S 
MESSAGE AS RELATES TO SLAVERY, &C. 


1. Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
‘That Vermont has no new position to take on the subject of 
slavery. Her views are on record; they remain unchanged. 
Now, as ever before, she regards the system as a grievous wrong 
to the subjects of it; as vitally hostile to the prosperity of those 
States in which it is cherished; and as injurious in all its bear- 
ings to the best interests of the whole country. 

2. Resolved, 'That we are unyieldingly opposed to any ex- 
tension whatever of its evils, or its influence, under the banner of 
the Republic; and that wherever there is a foot of soil to be staid 
back from becoming slave territory, we will insist upon the pro- 
tection of such soil by legislative prohibition. 

3. esolved, That entertaining these views,.we recognize 
nevertheless the duty of courtesy and kindness towards those 
of our fellow citizens who cherish the system which we deplore. 
We will respect their constitutional rights,’ as we have ever 
done; we will not be unmindful of their honor or their inte- 
rests, and should occasion serve, we will prove as hostile to their 
enemies as to their errors. . 

A. Resolved, 'That the people of Vermont do not approve of 
the recent act of Congress relating to ‘ persons escaping from 
service of their masters;” holding it to be opposed to the 
great principles of civil liberty ; and we will use all constitu- 
tional means to procure its repeal, or such modifications of it as 
to protect the rights of our own citizens. 

5. Resolved, That we rejoice in the peaceful admission of | 
California into the Confederacy as a State, with a constitution 
and a people hostile to the system of involuntary servitude ; 
thus securing to the ‘interests of human freedom the ‘millions 
who shall hereafter inhabit the Pacific States. 

6. Resolved, That as Vermont was the first State to seek 
admission to the Union, so she will be the last to forget its 
benefits, or to be wanting in-efforts to promote its prosperity and 
its permanence. Whoever may deem lightly of it, she will honor 
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it ; whoever may assail, she will vindicate it; whoever may 
desert, she will abide by it.

No. 79.—RESOLUTIONS ON THE TARIFF. 


Wuereass, we believe it to be the experience of all enlighten- 
ed nations, that the prosperity and happiness of the people 
have mainly depended upon their diversified industry ; that 
agriculture lays the foundation of national wealth, and the 
superstructure is the mechanic arts, manufactures and com- 
merce ; that they are the helpmates òf each other, and that 
the whole are necessary to develope the resources and to pro- 
mote the welfare and power of a nation: 

Therefore, 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
That our tariff of duties on foreign imports ought always to be 
so regulated, as to give a broad field to commerce in those pro- 
ductions of common necessity which we do not create ; and to 
secure to the farmer and mechanic of the country a market for 
every thing they can produce. In this division there will al- 
ways be scope enough for a large and prosperous foreign com- 
merce, which will be sustained by an equally prosperous and 
always enlarging home industry. 

Resolved, That as duties are laid to defray the expenses of 
the government of a nation, it must be obvious to every reflect- 
ing mind, that those duties should be collected in such manner 
as is most certain to secure the amount intended to be assessed, 
and that the system adopted by the first Congress, and by eve- 
ry Congress since down to 1846, which was to lay specific du- 
ties on every article of import which could be conveniently 
reached. in this way, seems to be, by the common sense of the 
commercial world, the only safe method for a government to 
collect its revenues. And that a general and indiscriminate 
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system of ad valorem duties is a fallacy which we believe no 
nation, except the United States, has ever adopted ; and that the 
agricultural classes and the labor of the country have been se- 
riously injured by this policy. 

Resolved, That we view the present warehousing system as 
another strange commercial fallacy. Our warehouses, as how 
constituted, prove so many watch-towers from whence*our fos- 
eign manufacturing rivals vigilantly watch the phases of our 
markets, and which enables them to perpetrate the greatest in- 
jury upon our manufacturers, and the agricultural and other in- 
dustrial classes, with the smallest possible amount of loss to 
themselves. If foreign goods are wanted for exports at any 
time, our drawback system has, for over half a century, amply 
answered that purpose. 

Resolved, 'That we look upon the present policy of England 
with an eye of distrust and suspicion ; while her history teach- 
es us that for the last five centuries, down to within the last 
six or seven years, under all the changes of her dynasty and 
government, PROTECTION to all branches of her home industry 
has been systematically and steadily pursued. So long as the 
protective policy advanced the wealth.and power of the nation, - 
so long was it adhered to; but now that her manufactures 
have attained to such a degree of perfection.as to defy foreign 
rivalry, she ts all at once enamored of free trade and reciprocal 
treaties, being satisfied, if she can induce other nations to adopt 
this policy, that by her cheap labor, superior manufacturing 
skill, and overwhelming capital, she must inevitably become 
the workshop of the world, and thus indirectly levy tribute up- 
on all the nations of the earth that fall into her snare. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be furnished to

{t is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The Vermont and Canada Railroad Company are 
hereby authorized and empowered to build and maintain a 
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bridge, with a suitable and convenient draw for the passage’ of 
vessels, as hereinafter specified, from some convenient point at 
or near the east shore of the outlet of Lake Champlain, in the 
town of Alburgh, in the county of Grand Isle, to some point in 
the western line of the State, convenient to connect, by bridge, 
the Vermont and Canada Railroad with the Northern Railroad 
in New York. Provided, however, that this grant shall not 
take effect, nor the building of said bridge be commenced, un- 
til a grant shall be obtained from the Legislature of the State 
of New York, to build a bridge from the western shore of Lake 
Champlain, near Rouse’s Point, to the easterly line of said State 
of New York. 
Sec. 2. The said bridge shall be constructed on piles and 
“piers, with an extent of water-way not less than three thousand 
feet in the aggregate on the surface, and said bridge shall be at 
least forty feet wide. And the said Company shall cause to be 
built and kept, and maintain in good repair, a convenient and 
sufficient draw or passage-way, at least seventy feet wide in the 
clear, in said bridge, over the deepest channel of the waters of 
said ' ake, for the passing and repassing of all vessels and water- 
craft, by day and by night; and two competent agents, at least, 
shall be kept at all times at said draw by said Railroad Company, 
to tend the same and assist all vessels and water-craft in passing 
said draw, without charge ; and the said Company shall, at their 
own cost, and without toll or charge, cause the said draw or 
passage-way to be hoisted or removed for the passage of all 
vessels and water-craft that are unable to pass under the same ; 
and the said draw or passage-way shall be kept open at all 
times except when it becomes necessary to close the same in 
order to the passage of cars or trains, but in no case shall any 
vessel or craft be detained or kept waiting for the passage of 
any cars or trains more than thirty minutes; and all vessels and 
craft shall passthrough said draw as speedily as practicable, 
and in no case remain unnecessarily in said draw, thereby ob- 
structing the passage of cars or trains over said bridge ; and the 
said Company shall cause the said draw or passage-way to be 
constantly furnished with four good and suitable lights, to be 
lighted in good season, and kept burning through the night. 
Sec. 3. Timothy Follett, of Burlington, and Charles Paine, 
of Northfield, are hereby appointed Commissioners, to agree up- 
on and determine the mode of construction of said draw or pas- 
sage-way, having in view the greatest practicable accommo- 
dation of the interests of navigation on said lake, in the free 
and convenient passage of vessels and water-craft through said 
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draw or passage-way ; and in case the said Commissioners shall 
be unable to agree in any matter pertaining thereto, then, in such 
case, it shall be the duty of the Governor, on application to him 
by either of said Commissioners, to appoint a third Commission- 
er to determine between them.

Sec. 7. All Railroad Companies now chartered, or that may 
be hereafter chartered by the Legislature of this ‘State, shall 
have full power and authority to enter with their cars and en- 
gines upon said Vermont and Canada Railroad at any point in
